We are prepared 
for sizeable 
reductions 
in nuclear arms 

The USSR favours Iho curlail- 
menl of the nuclear arms race 
ami will do Its utmost lo holp 
roach agreement on this score, 
Leonid Brezhnev stressed In his 
reply to on opon letter frum 
members of the Australian peace 
campaign, Tho toiler was ad- 
dressed to him and to the Amer- 
ican president. We believes, Leo- 
nid Brezhnev emphasized, that 
the critical goat in this respect Ii 
to reach an early const lucllve 
agreement at Ihe Soviet -A mcrlc- 
eu Geneva talks on medium- 
range nuclear weapons In Eu- 
rope. He pointed out the need 
tor an early resumption ol the 
Soviet US talks on limiting and 
reducing strategic nuclear arina- 
tnenbi. These talks ate being con- 
stantly delayed by the American 
side. We are ready to ratify at 
any moment the 1974 Treaty on 
Hie Llmiiation ol Underground 
Nuclear Weapon Tosts, the 
Soviet head ol state pointed 
mil, hui ihe American side 
is dragging Ms feet over 
Mich ratification. The USSR ts 
also prepared lo agroe lo halt tho 
toriher production ol nuclear 
weapons and lo reduce the stock- 
piles or such weapons to be fol- 
lowed subsequently by their 
complete elimination. 

The socialist countries have 
reached rullUary-stcateglc parity 
wllli the capitalist world, Leonid 
Brezhnev noted. This parity ads 
fl s a factor chocking tho 09plra- 
lion* of the aggressive forces. 
Any attempt to destroy the bal- 
ance oi this parity Is doomed to 
failure, he stressed. Military pa- 
n, y fl l the lowest possible level 
ol armaments— such Is our con- 
structive approach lo nuclear dis- 
armament In the Interests of all 
nations. We are ready for size-

Madrid. The Soviet delega- 
tion bas distributed a P reas 
statement concerning the altua* 
tlon at the Madrid conference. 
It notes the desire to transform 
the conference Into an Instru- 
ment for confrontation and a 
tool for Interference Into the 
internal allalfi of sovereign 
states, as represented by the 
actions of Use American delega- 
tion wlilch contradict the cha- 
racter of the Helsinki Pinal 
Act. 


The mode of action and lira 
tactics assumed by the NATO 
countries’ delegations consist 
in hindering progress o[ the 
Madrid conference, which i 
designed to harass the conti- 
nuation of detente in Europe. 
The Soviet delegation, the 
statement saya, Is condemning 
these disruptive tacllcs. Espe- 
cially when there are the ne- 
cessary objective conditions at 
the meeting for a positive con- 
clusion. 


Reagan revives the Monroe Doctrine 


Washington. The recent 
speech delivered by the Amer- 
ican President Ronald Reagan 
at Hie headquarters of the Or- 
ganization of American States, 
which has boon widely ad- 
vertised by the American ad- 
ministration as bolng a "pio- 
grammo statement” ol Amer- 
ican policy towards Its southern 
nutglibours is, in cllect, a repe- 
nt Ion ol the notorious Monroe 
Doctrine which claims the role 
ol leader in the Western Hemi- 
sphere for American Imperial- 
ism, 

Reagan confirmed that Wash- 
ington was still beut on under- 
mining the revolutionary trans- 
formations In progre5i In Cuba 
and Nicaragua, He admitted 
that many countries In tbo 
Caribbean had suffered eco- 
nomic disaster, it is well known 
that this Is a consequence of 
Hie shameless exploitation of 
these countries by Amorlcan 
monopolies. In a bid to preserve 
and also to consolidate the do- 


mination of American capital a] 
any price, Reagan said that if 
the Americans do not take im- 
mediate and decisive action, 
new Cubos will spring out of 
the ruins of the present-day 
conflicts. 

Within the framework of tl»a 
so-called "Caribbean initiative” 
iho United States intends to al- 
locate in the 1982 fiscal year 
350 million dollars In military 
and economic aid to "ensure 
the security ol friendly coun- 
tries"— In olher words the se- 
curity of repressive regimes like 
those ruling El Salvador, Guate- 
mala, Halil and some other 
states. 

It further emerged from what 
ilia president said that in order 
to ensure Iho imperialist inte- 
rests of the United States In the 
region, the administration Is 
prepared to resort to sabotage 
and military intervention and 
to give Its all-round support to 
counter-revolutionaries end rep- 
ressive regimes.

Despite her lend- 
er age, the fact that Proklova walked off with

What was striking about Proklova as a “child- 
alar" was her ability lo ad a character diametri- 
cally opposed lo her own] It was a cose of me- 
tamorphosis In the full senso of tho word.
